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Developer Wants To Bring 
Youth Home To Romulus — 
Citizens, Officials Object

Youth Care Associates, Inc., an or- 
ganization headed by David A. Dowling, 
would like to build a youth care facility 
in Romulus. If built, the facility would 
be called Amherst Academy, and would 
house approximately 80 residents rang- 
ing in age from 13 to 17. 

The academy would be built on a 
15-acre parcel of land directly behind 
the GM Allison Diesel Plant. The cost 
of the 32,000-square-foot, traditionally 
styled facility would be approximately 
$4.5 million. 

Youth Care Associates says that 
there is a lack of programs in western 
Wayne County with the facilities and 
objectives that the Amherst Academy 
would have. They cite statistics such as 
the fact that, last year, 233 children from 
western Wayne County were placed in 
special programs such as that of Am- 
herst Academy, and that, of those 233 
children, 116 of them were from the 


Romulus, Taylor, Inkster, Garden City, 
Wayne, and Westland areas. 

They also state, in their presenta- 
tion, that the Romulus School District 
would receive approximately $288,000 
annually because of the number of 
school-aged children who would be 
housed there. 

But Dr. William Bedell, Romulus 
Schools Superintendent, said that is 
simply not true. “First of all’’ he ex- 
plained, ‘he (Dowling) said we will get 
state aid. We are going to be out-of- 
formula soon, so we, in fact, will not 
get the state aid he is talking about. The 
law requires us to provide special edu- 
cation services to any resident under 
the age of 26, and these children would 
be considered as residents. Providing 
these kinds of services would cost this 
school district about five times the 
normal rate to educate a child in the 
normal manner.” He concluded: “We 
have more than enough group homes 


in Romulus — more than anyone else 
in the State. As far as | am concerned, 
it is someone else’s turn.” 

Mayor McAnally said that she will 
not actively object to the facility, even 
though she is not, in fact, in support of 
it. 

To find out the company’s intentions 
regarding this facility, |contacted YCA’s 
Terry Seyler. 

When | asked Mr. Seyler if their pro- 
posed facility was really nothing more 
than a reformatory, he replied, ‘‘That 
name hasn’t been applied to anything 
for a hundred years,” adding, ‘““Some- 
thing that would be comparable to a 
reformatory would be something like 
the County Youth Home.” 

l asked how they would acquire the 
kids who would be residents of the 
home. 

“Generally, through the County or 
the State — the youth authority of a 
county. Each county calls them some- 


thing different. Everything in Wayne 
County comes from the Youth Home. 
Frankly, Wayne County refers everything 
to the State, and the State Department 
of Social Services contracts us for ser- 
vices to the Wayne County kids.’ 

Romulus News(RN):‘So, we're talk- 
ing about kids in trouble, then?” 

Terry Seyler (TS): “Oh yeah.” 

RN: “Kids that have had confronta- 
tions with the police?” 

TS: “Right!” 

Seyler says that, according to State 
regulations, the population of this facil- 
ity could not exceed 80 residents. He 
claims that, basically, this will be an 
educational facility with never more 
than 10 students in any one group, and 
the members of those groups will most 
likely be in the same age category so 
as not to have a lot of peer pressure.

Doss Sentenced 
to 21 Years 


On September 7, 1988, the Special 
Investigative Unit (SIU) of the Romulus 
Police Department initiated an investi- 
gation into the narcotics activities of 
Edward Delbert Doss of 600 Pingree in 
Detroit, based on an informant’s report 


indicating that, due to heavy narcotics 
enforcement in the City of Detroit, Doss 
had set up a narcotics trafficking ring 
at 10135 Diane in Romulus. From that 
apartment, Doss was trafficking in both 
heroin and cocaine. 

Over the next seven months, the SIU 
made several undercover buys at the 
apartment; then, on April 13, 1989, a 
search warrant was obtained. A search 
warrant was also obtained for the resi- 
dence of Doss’s girlfriend in Detroit. 
These warrants were executed, and 
Doss was arrested in a bedroom of the 
10135 Diane apartment, where he was 
throwing narcotics out the window and 
standing near a loaded/stolen .45-cal- 
iber semiautomatic handgun. 

Pursuant to these warrants, officers 
confiscated approximately two ounces 
of cocaine (with a street value of over 
$5,000) and 10 grams of nearly pure her- 
oin (with a street value of over $30,000). 
Other items seized and forfeited to the 
City included over $3,000 in cash, a 1986 
Audi vehicle valued at $10,000, and as- 
sorted narcotics paraphernalia. 

During that time period, the Federal 
Government had recently enacted stiff 
legislation concerning persons traffick- 
ing in narcotics and possessing fire- 
arms, So, ina spirit of cooperation, the 


“SIU contacted colleagues at the Bureau 


of Alcohol, Tobacco & Firearms to as- 
sist in the raid. 

A subsequent Federal trial was con- 
ducted, and on December 20, 1989, a 
jury convicted Doss on charges of felon 
in possession of a firearm, possession 
with intent to distribute heroin, posses- 
sion with intent to deliver cocaine, and 
possession of a firearm in relation to 
drug trafficking. Doss was sentenced 
to 21 mandatory years in prison as a 
result.

8-year-old’s 
Death Ruled 
Accidental

It is sad when any youngster dies, 
especially when there’s any sort of con- 
troversy about the death. 

Tony Navarro, of Whitehorn Street 
in the Wellesley Complex in Romulus, 
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was killed when he was hit in the head 
by the single swing of a golf club. 

There have been conflicting reports 
as to what actually happened. 

One youth stated that the boy was 
hit at least twice; others who witnessed 
the incident said that young Navarro 
stepped into the swing and was hit only 
once by the golf club. 

Sergeant Painter, detective for the 
Romulus Police Department, said that 
the coroner’s report confirmed that the 
Navarro boy had béen hit only once in 
the jaw, which caused internal bleed- 
ing from the head, which, in turn, was 
the cause of death. (The actual phrase 
used was, ‘‘Cause of death was cranio- 
cerebral trauma that resulted from a 
single blow the jaw.”) 

According to Painter, the Wayne 
County Prosecutor's Office concurred 
with the examiner’s report that the 
cause of death was an accident.

Last week, long-time businessman 
Dick Springer lost his business to the 
horrors of fire.

Is anyone else as unhappy as! am 
after facing the Board of Review con- 
cerning the escalation of our State 
Equalized Values on our tax bills (69% 
of which goes for schools)? 

We have really been duped by asser- 
tions that our taxes wouldn’t go up (be- 
cause the ‘millage would be capped”) 
at the introduction of each new “edu- 
cation” or “health” program. (These are 
the buzz-words that are guaranteed to 
assure parents’ acceptance of any pro- 
gram!) But there is no voter-control on 
the S.E.V.... It is determined by state 
law. So, the State can spend any amount 
of our tax dollars on programs like the 
MICHIGAN MODEL and TEEN HEALTH 
CLINICS, and guess who pays for them! 
And they exascerbate the very problems 
that they are purported to solve! And 
pumping more tax dollars into the sys- 
tem certainly is not the answer. Illiter- 
acy abounds (to the extent that the def- 
inition has been changed to accommo- 
date the lower standards — “reading 
and writing” are no longer in the defi- 
nition of “literacy”). 

Less expensive and more effective 
teaching methods (emphasis on READ- 
ING) will result in higher literacy. Sur- 
veys are available which show that 
phonics is the best sure-fire, tried-and- 
true method of teaching reading — as 
opposed to the look-say or whole-lan- 
guage methods. 

Too many student hours are wasted 
on small-group discussion (‘problem 
solving” by popular vote with non- 
directive teaching techniques) — which 
teaches the kids to be guided by peer 
pressure (rather than by right or wrong 
or “moral” absolutes — or even teacher 
guidance!).

Sounds terrible, doesn’t it? It can 
be. 

“Hallux valgus” means rotation of 
the big toe. This condition is commonly 
referred to as a bunion, which is a de- 
formity of bone at the big toe joint. The 
bunion causes the big toe to turn to- 
ward the other toes. Eventually, it may 
overlap them. 

To treat the problem, the bunion’s 
growth must be stopped. Removable 
orthotic devices in shoes can help pre- 
vent or slow down bunion development, 
but if the condition is advanced, sur- 
gery may be required. With modern sur- 
gical techniques, the convalescent pe- 
riod has decreased over the years. 
Within limits, a patient is able to return 
quickly to normal activities. 

Hallux valgus is an uncomfortable 
deformity which can make walking and 
wearing shoes difficult. Development of 
bunions can be slowed if they’re caught 
in early stages. Don’t ignore them. Get 
prompt evaluation and treatment. 0

Homeless 
To Vote? 


A bill that would allow homeless 
people to register to vote, sponsored by 
State Representative Maxine Berman 
(D-Southfield), has received approval 
from the House. 

“Voting is a right of every eligible 
citizen,’ Berman said. “It should not 
be dependent on a person’s income or 
amount of personal belongings.” 


Currently, Michigan has no law spe- 
cifically dealing with how homeless 
people can register to vote. Election 
clerks, who are responsible for inter- 
preting local voter registration laws, 
often deny homeless people the right 
to vote because they lack aresidential 
mailing address. 

Under Berman’s bill, homeless peo- 
ple could register by designating the 
place where they reside and submitting 
the address of a temporary shelter as 
their personal mailing address. Election 
clerks would be required to accept the 
address and send a voter registration 
card to the individual at that address. 

“Many homeless people have been 
unfairly shut out of the political process 
because they have no residential ad- 
dress to receive mail,’ said Berman. 
“This results in unequal representation. 
Americans are Americans, no matter 
where they live.” 


Levin Speaks on 
Trade Barriers 


In a hard-hitting speech to skilled 
trades workers meeting in Detroit, U.S. 
Senator Carl Levin (D-Mich.) challenged 
the Japanese to lift trade barriers on 
American-made products or else be 
prepared to face ‘‘comparable restric- 
tions” on Japanese goods sold in the 
United States. 

Speaking at the annual meeting of 
the United Auto Workers Skilled Trades 
Council, Levin said the Japanese must 
remove restrictions on American and 
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Michigan-made products such as auto 
parts, communications equipment, ap- 
ples, cherries, and wood products. 

“If we don’t do that — if we don’t 
act to force fairness and reciprocity in 
trade — we face another decade of job 
losses overseas and the further decline 
of America as an industrial power,’ said 
Levin. 

“It's long overdue to tell our com- 
petitors: Friends — It’s nothing person- 
al. We admire you as people. But the 
free ride is over,’ he said. 

Levin said that the economic future 
of the U.S. is threatened by a weak trade 
policy that, in 10 years, has turned the 
U.S. from the world’s largest creditor 
to the world’s largest debtor. 

“Last year will be remembered as 
the year the Iron Curtain crumbled, but 
it was also a year in which the barriers 
tothe products of U.S. workers remained 
as high and impassable as ever,’ he 
said. 

“Every other country acts to defend 
its industry and agriculture,’ Levin ar- 
gued. “Our government should fight 
just as hard for American jobs as other 
countries fight for their people’s jobs. 

“We should apply a simple rule 
when it comes to trade: treat our com- 
petitors no better than they treat us,” 
he said. ‘“‘We’ve been doing the oppo- 
site — we’ve been playing the fool.” 

Levin said one administration after 
another has misled the American peo- 
ple on trade, including the Reagan 
administration. 


“People are tired of reading lips; 
they want to see some guts,” he said. (1

A complaint may be filed in the 
Small Claims division of a District Court 
for an amount not to exceed $1,500. 
Small Claims have the advantage of 
less cost to the Plaintiff. Typically, the 
filing costs run about $20, and the Court 
will serve the Defendant by registered 
mail for about $4. Another advantage 
of Small Claims is speed. A case can 
be heard within two months in Small 
Claims, whereas a case can linger in 
court for one year if not in the Small 
Claims division. 

There are no attorneys allowed in 
Small Claims. Both sides represent 
themselves in front of a judge. A party 
should be prepared to have documents 
such as estimates, receipts, etc., when 
in court. It is very important that a judge 
sees estimates, for example, when a 
party brings a claim against another 
party for an automobile collision. 

There is no appeal from Small 
Claims. Once the judge rules one way 
or the other, the case is over. However,

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Teen Health 
Center Is Open 


The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center hosted its Grand Opening on 
Thursday, April 26. The Health Centeris 
located at Romulus Senior High School, 
9650 South Wayne Road. 

Speakers at the Opening ceremo- 
nies included: Beverly McAnally, Mayor 
of the City of Romulus; Dr. William 
Bedell, Superintendent, Romulus Com- 
munity Schools; Sandra Langley, Rom- 
ulus School Board member; and Evelyn 
Hopewell, Chair of the Romulus Ado- 
lescent Health Center Council and a 
teacher in the City’s high school. 

“We are very pleased that the Center 
is opening and we are beginning to see 
teens,” said Mrs. Hopewell, who is also 
a Romulus parent and has been work- 
ing with the Advisory Council since the 
Project began in October, 1987. “We are 
quite proud we are able to give the teens 
in this city the care they need.” 

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center will provide a full range of med- 
icaland counseling services to Romulus 
adolescents between the ages of 11 
and 21. Parental consent is required for 
all services at the Center for those teens 
under age 18. A minimal fee is charged 
for specific services, although no one 
will be turned away if unable to pay. The 
Center will also be able to accept pay- 
ments from Medicaid and Blue Cross/ 
Blue Shield. 

The Health Center is staffed by a 
part-time Medical Director, Dr. Natalia 
M. Tanner. Dr. Tanner is a pediatrician 
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in private practice and on the staff of 
Wayne State University and Children’s 
Hospital of Michigan in Detroit, and has 
provided care to area adolescents for 
many years. Center medical staff will 
also include a full-time Nurse Practi- 
tioner who is certified to care for ado- 
lescents. A counselor is currently avail- 
able at the Center on a part-time basis. 

The Health Center is the product of 
more than two years of planning by a 
community-based committee of par- 
ents, teachers, students, city residents, 
and representatives of local youth-serv- 
ing agencies. Its primary source of fund- 
ing is a grant from the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Public Health. Donations of 
equipment, furnishings, supplies, and 
services are used to supplement the 
funding from the Health Department. 

The April 26 Grand Opening sig- 
nalled the Center’s first public opening, 
although the Center officially opened 
its doors March 30, 1990. The Center will 
be open five days a week and one eve- 
ning as expected demand increases. (]
